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Bumper year: Organisers hoping county 
show will be big success as numbers rise

ORGANISERS of this 
year’s Dorset County 
Show are promising a 
bumper weekend for thou¬ 
sands of visitors. 

Ticket sales have gone 
well and trade stands are 
well up on last year - with 
the promise of bargains to 
be had. 

Advanced ticket sales for 
the Show are up by more 
than 20 per cent on last 
year with trade bookings 8 
per cent ahead. 

Show organisers believe 
the interest in the event 
will help them break the 
60,0000 attendance fig¬ 
ure - a 4 per cent increase 
on last year. 

“Freezing our advance 
ticket sales price since 
2006 is a definite winner. 

“Each year we offer 
more and more in terms of 
show entertainment and 
yet we have still commit¬ 
ted to holding prices. 

“Although the weather 
has wreaked havoc on the 
show circuit this summer, 


where it has held out, 
many shows, such as the 
Devon and Royal Norfolk, 
have seen record atten¬ 
dance. 

It seems visitors are pre¬ 
pared to travel further 
afield to take part in this 
British tradition if their 
local show has been can¬ 
celled,” said show organ¬ 
iser, Sam 

Mackenzie-Green. 

“There are a number of 
issues that put the Dorset 
County Show at an advan¬ 
tage this year, in particu¬ 
lar’ many shows have been 
cancelled because of the 
weather, leaving a huge 
amount of unsold stock. 

“Being one of the last 
shows on the circuit, we 
are fortunate enough to be 
able to provide an outlet 
for those who need to shift 
their stock by the end of 


the season.” 

Running alongside the 
traditional animal and 
horse classes this weekend 
will be the excitement of 
main ring attractions 
which match up to the 
show’s theme of ‘The 
Sky’s The Limit’. 

Topping the bill will be 
Scott May’s Daredevil 
Stunt Show - breathtak¬ 
ing stunts performed on 
quads, bikes and trucks 
weighing up to seven tons. 

Parkour is also to make 
its first appearance at the 
show in the form of Team 
Roar, a group of talented 
Free Running athletes. 

Parkour, also known as 
free running, requires ath¬ 
letes to move through their 
environment by vaulting, 
rolling, running, climbing, 
and jumping over obsta¬ 
cles. 


Also featuring will be 
Christian Moullec and his 
flying geese. 

He will be taking to the 
skies, soaring over the 
show ground in a powered 
glider in seamless forma¬ 
tion with a gaggle of bar¬ 
nacle geese. 

Each year the show 
boasts more than 500 trade 
stands and brings in 
around 55,000 visitors. 

With its Dorset Food 
Hall, shopping marquee 
and Food Fayre - with 
more than 50 regional food 
retailers - it is the largest 
two-day show in the South 
West. 

Show secretary Sam 
Mackenzie-Green com¬ 
ments: “In the year of the 
London Olympics, sport 
was an obvious theme for 
the show in 2012. 

“We believe we have 
constructed a schedule of 
performances, which, cou¬

JAY Carpenter was born in Axminster, living in 
the South West all his life before settling in Brid- 
port last year. 

The former chef qualified as a healer 12 years 
ago and now runs a business specialising in en¬ 
ergy therapy. The 43-year-old also works for the 
NHS, specialising in addictions, eating disorders 
and adult mental health. 

He is married to a psychologist who also works 
for the NHS. 


• WHAT is energy therapy? 

Energy therapy involves working within the human en¬ 
ergy system, or Aura, which has several layers or bodies. 
It is within this system that I work using a variety of heal¬ 
ing tools such as crystals, coloured silk scarves, light-box 
and torch, flower and gem essences. I work intuitively 
connecting to a person's energy system, meaning that 
every session is different and I will most often not know 
how a session will go until I'm with the person. 

• WHO can benefit? 

People come for many reasons. Somewhere, within a per¬ 
son's life there will be some disharmony and this can man¬ 
ifest itself as a physical, emotional, or mental symptom 
which can become a stressor within the body's energy 
system. My role as a therapist is to offer a safe, supportive 
and non-judgmental space in which a person can share 
their issues. It's about helping the person to find how they 
can best heal themselves. At the very least a session will 
leave a person more relaxed by having their energy cen¬ 
tres re-balanced. 

People are not the only ones that benefit - animals too 
are very receptive and I have worked on cats, dogs and a 
couple of horses in the past. 

• HOW do people react when you tell them you are 
an energy therapist? 

I get a mixture of reactions from raised eyebrows and si¬ 
lence to people launching into 101 questions. Sometimes 
people sneer thinking that they know all about therapies 
or I get labelled as a hippy. 

• AND how do people react to the therapy? 

Reactions after therapy vary. Some people are very quiet, 
saying nothing except thank you. Some feel very ener¬ 
gised and beam with joy. Some go into floods of tears as 
they have experienced something very deeply or because 
they have experienced complete freedom from pain after 
many years, and while this will usually be a short-term ef¬ 
fect, the fact that they have had this experience gives 
them hope that life can be better. 

• THERE are so many therapies available to people. 



How can they choose which one is right for them? 

It depends on what a person is seeking support with. For 
instance, if someone has stiff or achy muscles then it is 
unlikely they would seek out my services and more likely 
they would look for someone who offers some sort of 
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massage. Searching the internet and looking at profes¬ 
sional associations will help guide a person to what they 
require. Visiting a health/holistic show is a great way of 
sourcing treatments as you can see a therapist working 
in a public area which helps put people at ease and allay 
any fears of approaching a stranger. Also GPs now refer 
patients to therapists. 

• DO you ever see a regular GP? 

I have seen my GP twice in 30 years. I take my health very 
seriously as we only get one body and it's worth looking 
after. 

• IS there anyone in particular you would like to 
treat? 

I would like to treat Stephen Fry because I admire him for 
being a great wordsmith and he has been quite open 
about his depression. 

• WHAT gets you up in the morning? 

Knowing that I have dreams to chase and do not want to 
die without making an effort to attain them. Also I have 
many places that I would like to visit plus I've yet to sell a 
piece of my own artwork or win a big poetry competition. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Bridport? 

Living where I am is heaven because I live within walking 
distance from the town centre, the coast is less than three 
miles away and I'm surrounded by such beautiful coun¬ 
tryside which I am free to explore whatever the season. 

• IT was recently reported that middle-aged men in 
London and the West Midlands were the most un¬ 
happy people in the UK. What can they do? 

Culturally males are going through quite a change. Years 
ago they were the breadwinner, there were jobs for life, 
and they knew where they were placed in life. Now there 
is pressure placed on them because they have to work 
longer and jobs are scarce while society tries to tell you 
that once you hit mid-life you have little to offer the work¬ 
ing world. Emotionally, men need to start coming out of 
their caves and kick off old thought patterns such as the 
idea that men don't cry. We need to evolve. 

• DO you have any guilty secrets when it comes to 
health? 

My guilty secret is to enjoy a steaming mocha coffee and 
panettone, or when in France to have a fruit tart or choco¬ 
late eclair.

Records has confirmed 
that the world record for 
the most people signing 
and singing a song simul¬ 
taneously has been broken. 

It includes two schools 
from the Dorchester area - 
Maiden Newton Preschool 
and Thorner’s Church of 
England Voluntary Aided 
Primary School in Litton 
Cheney. 

In total they raised 
£66.55 for SignHealth. 

National charity Sign- 
Health organises the 
sign2sing record breaker 
every year and this Febru¬ 
ary (2012) 114,277 pupils 
and teachers from across 
Great Britain, including 95 
from the Dorchester area, 
participated in the event. 

Steve Powell, chief exec¬ 
utive at SignHealth, the 
healthcare charity for Deaf 
people, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to have broken the 
world record for the sec¬ 
ond year running and we 
are going to try and beat it 
again next year. 


“We organised the 
sign2sing event to help 
raise awareness of deaf¬ 
ness and the work we do at 
SignHealth. 

“It was also a fundraiser 
for the charity through 
sponsorship from busi¬ 
nesses and a voluntary do¬ 
nation from everyone 
taking part.” 

Steve added: “We’re ex¬ 
tremely grateful as all of 
the money raised will 
make a significant contri¬ 
bution to the work of the 
charity.” 

Schools that registered 
for sign2sing received a 
DVD to help them learn 
and practise the song, as 
well as a set of new class¬ 
room resources aimed at 
increasing Deaf aware¬ 
ness.

Walking guide to stunning Dorset 


JAMES Clancy and Simone Stanbrook-Byrne have 
just published a brand new walking guide for Dorset 
-A Dozen Dramatic Walks in Dorset - the fourth title 
in theirr Dozen Dramatic series. 

All the books in this series are proving popular with 
photographers and birdwatchers, as well as walkers, 
as the landscapes and habitats hold much for these spe¬ 
cialist interest groups. 

This fully-illustrated book encompasses the very best 
of Dorset, introducing walkers to glorious coastline, 
historic hill forts, tucked away footpaths and idyllic 
villages. It is aimed at those who seek thirst-quenching 
views and a good day out in the open air. The 'drama' 
is in the scenery so the walking isn't necessarily stren¬ 
uous and tempts visitors, as well as those who live in 
Dorset, to venture forth and share our love of the 
county. 

In addition to clear and accurate route descriptions 
each walk includes details of local refreshment stops, 
places to stay and nearby places of interest. Historic 
notes, authors’ tips and pointers on natural history are 
also included. 

James said: “There were many highlights in re¬ 
searching the book. In particular Simone and I were 
amazed at some of the hill forts, particularly Hamble- 
don Hill and Eggardon Hill. Dating from 
the late Neolithic era, Hambledon Hill, 
near Child Okeford, is justly regarded as 
one of the best hill forts in the country 
with the area having been a source of 
great archaeological discoveries. The 
walking here is fantastic and the scenery 
stunning. Eggardon Hill too boasts won¬ 
derful scenery. A lovely walk from Pow- 
erstock taking in one of the nicest lanes 
we know leads to this Iron Age hill fort. 

“This history we came across on some 
of the routes sticks firmly in the memory, 
particularly a couple of lost villages such 
as Modbury near Burton Bradstock and 
Stanton St Gabriel near Seatown. There 


are about 20 lost villages in Dorset. 

Our favourite vistas included the initial view of Dur- 
dle Door as you approach along the coast after emerg¬ 
ing from Scratchy Bottom. It’s a stunning introduction 
to this well-known geological feature and a great place 
to stop for a picnic (which we did!).

What a 
surprise to find a huge boulder on heathland! 

“Also the view over the beautiful cove of Chapman’s 
Pool from the coast near Worth Matravers. This is a 
beautiful view over this cove with the Jurassic Coast 
stretching west into the background. On the same walk 
we were amazed by Dancing Ledge. Much altered by 
man through quarrying this is still a must-visit loca¬ 
tion.”

Work starts on 'missing 
link'of town's cycle route 


WORK is underway on Dorchester's 
'missing link'cycle route. 

Once finished it will link with a cycling 
project on the other side of the Channel. 

European Union cash will pay for the 
missing sections of the route from Wey¬ 
mouth to Dorchester and north out of 
the town onto a 'quiet roads' network. 

The estimated £90,000 project, which 
will include widening existing paths and 
adding others, will be entirely paid for by 
the EU as part of an initiative to promote 
cycle tourism in South West England and 
North West France. The Dorset project 
will become part of the cycle route Petit 


Tour de Manche. 

The missing link on the National Cycle 
Network 2 which will be completed as 
part of the work is between Sawmills 
Lane, off Weymouth Avenue, to Max 
Gate in Alington Avenue. Work on the Al- 
ington Avenue section is now underway. 

The work from the Sawmills to Herring- 
stone Road will include widening the 
shared-use path to 2.5 metres and mak¬ 
ing the existing chicane barriers easier to 
negotiate. 

Cycle crossings will also be made on 
the main road with an extension of the 
cycle path into Came View.

A BLUE plaque to the Bugler sisters, who 
appeared in Thomas Hardy’s plays when he 
was alive, has been unveiled in Dorchester 
town centre. 

The plaque now hangs above the former 
Temperance Hotel in South Street, in which 
the Bugler sisters were born and where, from 
1908 to 1924, the Hardy Players rehearsed. 

Norrie, the youngster of the sisters, who 
only recently died at the age of 105, was still 
acting with the New Thomas Hardy Players. 

She and her sister, Gertrude, were both in¬ 
volved in productions with Hardy when he 


was alive. 

The unveiling, performed by Dorchester 
Mayor Andy Canning, chairman of the New 
Hardy Players Andy Worth and town crier 
Alistair Chisholm, was watched by Derek 
Beauchamp, who had worked behind the 
scenes to bring about the plaques. 

Fittingly the ceremony was watched by 
those taking part in last week’s Thomas 
Hardy Festival. 

Mr Worth said: “It was here that two re¬ 
markable women embarked on an epic jour¬ 
ney. They both knew, and loved, an 


inspirational man who changed their lives. 

“Norrie often talked about the happy times 
she and her sister, Gertrude, spent in the com¬ 
pany of Thomas Hardy. This year has seen 
local actors return to Hardy’s home. Norrie 
named that group the New Hardy Players and 
for us to unveil this memorial to two original 
players is a thrill and a great honour.” 

A second plaque has also been added to a 
house in Icen Way in which Maurice Evans, 
stage and screen actor, was born. His father, 
A H Evans, was the first adapter and producer 
of Hardy’s novels for the Players to stage.

Only 14 per cent of Scottish were 
caught speeding or knew someone 
in the household who was. 

• In England, 19 per cent of people 
were convicted or knew someone 
in their household who was caught 
speeding in the last three years. 20 
per cent think their use is not ac¬ 
ceptable. 

Generally, people find that speed 
cameras are more acceptable than 
five years ago. I n 2007,30 per cent of 
respondents said speed cameras 
were not acceptable, a figure which 
has reduced every year to 16 per 
cent this year.
